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Agriculture, STATK STl'DEXTS. 

By the provisions of tlie act of the 
Legislature establishing the Agricultu- 
and Mechanical College of Kentucky as 
one of the colleges of the University, 
each Representative District in the State 
is entitled to send to the college three 
property prepared students, free of 
charge for tu MM, for each member the 
district is entitled to send to the General 
Assembly. Said students also have the 
right to receive, free of charge for tui- 
tion, the benefit of the instruction given 
in any college of the University, except 
the colleges of Law and Medicine. To 
enjoy these privileges, young men must 
be selected by a majority of the J u-t ice- 
of the Peace in the several districts, and 
be properly vouched for by their certifi- 
cate. And it is most earnestly recom- 
mended to the justices to select a Board 
of Teachers in each district for the ex- 
amination of applicants, and to institute 
a system of competitive examinations, 
giving all, even the humblest youth, a 
chance for this State honor. It is ex- 
pected that the State students will be 
selected and sent to the college with the 
settled purpose on their part of com- 
pleting the whole course of studies pre- 
scribed. 

EXPENSES. 

Students daily accredited and sent by 
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Agricultural and Mechanical College 
of Kentucky. 

The Congress of the United States, by 
an act passed July 2d, 18G2, donated to 
each State public lands to the amount 
of 30,0O't acres for each Senator and 
Representative then in Congress, for the

which the leading object should be, the 
promotion of the liberal and practical 
education of the industrial classes, by 
furnishing instruction in all such branch- 
es of learning as relate to agriculture and 
the mechanical arts, including military 
tactics, without excluding other scientific 
and rJassteal studies The portion grant- 
ed to Kentucky amounted to 330,000 
acres of land script; and the Legislature 
of the State, by an act passed January 
27, 1S<>3, accepted the grant with its con- 
ditions and by another a< t. approved 
February 22, 1865, established the Agri- 
ultural and Mechanical College of Keu- 
tuckv, as one of the Colleges of Kne- 
tuck'y University. The Curators of the 
University accepted the trust with the 
conditions annexed: and, with a full 
view of the responsibility thus incurred, 
and of the difficulties in carrying out 
what has hitherto been an educational 
experiment in this country, they hope to 
meet, within a reasonable time, any just 
expectation of the public, and mike 
this College a success. The act of the 
Legislature required that the authorities 
of the University should raise at least 
SI «> i,».»00 for the purchase of an experi- 
mental and Model farm, and erec- 
tion of the buildings necessary for the 
variou- u-e< of the College. Through 
the 1 berality of citizens of Lexington 
mainly, the required amount was 
promptly secured by Mr. G. B. Bowman, 
Regent of the University. He accord- 
ingly pureha-;- 1 "A-hland," the home 
of Henry ( lay, ami the "Woodlands," 
an elegant tract adjacent to it, and ex- 
tending to the limits of the city of Lex- 
ington. The whole tract contains 433 
acres of first-rate land, with fine improve- 
ments. All of this property lias been 
placed at the disposal of the University, 
as a site for the agricultural and other 
Colleges. It is the purpose of the Re- 
gent, who has dedicated his life to the 
founding and upbuilding of the Univer- 
sity, to raise, as early as practicable, ad- 
ditional means for the erection, on a lib- 
eral scale, of all the buildings necessary 
for carrying on the various colleges. 
For the temporary uses, however, of the 
Agricultural College, the present build- 
ings will answer, and provision will be 
made for boarding, at a moderate price, 
a limited number of students upon the 
farm: while accommodations for others 
can be secured in the immediate vicini- 
ty- 

By the Act of the Legislature, the 
State reserved to itself the sale of the 
land scrip, and the investment of the 
proceeds thereof, and placed the income 
arising therefrom at the disposal of the 
University, for the support of the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College. The 
agent of the State not having disposed 
of the scrip, the Legislature at its last 
session appropriated $20,000 to aid in 
opening and carrying on the College, 
until such a disposition of the land scrip 
could be made as would render the in- 
come from it available. The Curators of 
the University have accepted the amount 
thus appropriated, with the condition- 
under which it was made, and will open 
the College on the first Monday of Octo- 
ber next. 

CONDITIONS OF ADMISSION. 

All applicants for admission to the reg- 
ular collegiate course in the Agricultu- 
ral College must be at least sixteen years 
of age, and must present satisfactory 
evidence of good moral character and 
industrious habits- They must upon ex 
animation, show a fair acquaiuta 
with the studies of the elementary En- 
glish course as prescribed for students in 
the Academy. Should anyjapplicant be 
found on examination to be deficient in 
these preparatory studies, he will be al- 



to attainments and age, and, under suit- 
able regulations, they will engage daily 
in the study and practice of the arts of 
agriculture, horticulture and landscap- 
gardening. The well-known and high, 
ly qualified Superintendent of the Farms 
Mr. Charles S. Bell, will have the over- 
sight of all the practical details of the 
field, the garden, the orchards the vine- 
yards, nurseries, etc.; and under his di- 
reetion and that of his assistants on the 
farm, the students will learn to apply 
by their own labor the sciences whic h 
they study in the balls.

cent act of the General Assembly, will 
be admitted to the Agricultural College 
without charge for tuition. Other stu- 
dents will pay iii advance 530 for tuition 
DOT annum, and 15 janitor's fee. Board- 
ing-houses will be built at an early day 
on the farm for the accommodation of 
all the student- at moderate prices. For 
the ensuing session, good lodging-rooms 
on the University grounds will be furn- 
ished free of rent to a limited num'oer of 
students, on timely application to the 
steward. Those who first apply will 
have the preference. It is expected, 
however, that students occupying these 
apartments will provide their own beds, 
bedding, fuel, «5cc. This will be a small 
tax when distributed among the three 
or four occupants of a room; and such 
furniture can always be passed to suc- 
cessors at its full value. Good boarding 
can be obtained in private families, at 
convenient distance from the university, 
at from S3 to $6 per week. Students, be- 
labor on the farm, may greatly reduce 
this expense without loss of time from 
study. 

THE MILITARY DKILL. 

The act of OoagrUM donating the land 
script, requires any Agricultural Col- 
lege receiving the benefit of the grant, 
to give instructions in military tactics, 
in accordance with the provisions of 
this act, regular instruction will be given 
to the students of this College at Stated 
times in the Infantry drill. The SXer- 
eises will be made attractive and valua- 
ble as a means of physical development, 
as well as of collegiate discipline. 

The students will receive theoretical 
and practical instruction in the tactics 
of the different arms, military discipline 
and police in accordance with the regtr- 
lations prescribed for the United States 
army. Plain, cheap uniform is advised, 
which can be procured by all students 
upon their arrival in the city, at a cost 
not exceeding that of an ordinary suit. 
MANUAL L.AIJOR. 
All students of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College will be required to 
spend not less than two hours a day in 
active labor on the farm, or at such of 
the mechanical arts as may, from time 
to time, be carried on in connection 
with the farm: and a compensation will 
be allowed them according to their in- 
dustry and skill, which allowance, de- 
termined by the Faculty or Superinten- 
dent of the farm, will be credited on 
their account for board, room-rent, &c; 
provided, That such work as it may be 
Beeessary for every student to perform] 
while learning the practical application j 
of the various sciences or any branch of 
art, shall not be considered as produc- 
tive lal>or entitled to remuneration. 

This labor, whether productive or ex- 
perimental, will be assigned upon the 
farm, in the gardens, nurseries, orchards, 
vineyards, workshops, laboratory, muse- 
um, Vcc, as the varied wants, circum- 
stances and attainments of the students 
may indicate. Experimental labor will 
be required of all students so far as it 
may be accessary in the judgment of the 

Faculty to give them a practical knowl- 
edge of the several branches of agrcul- 
turalaad mechanical science. 

COMMERCIAL 1 > E V A UT M E NT. 

In connection with the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College a full course of 
instruction will be given in those branch- 
es essential to a thorough commercial 
' ) and business education. The course is 
a^ua^taiu-e the same as that pursued in the best 
1 commercial colleges, and Will, in tact, 
be taught by instructors in Hollings- 
worth's Commercial College, who have 
accepted positions as teachers of these 
branches in the University.

Building and Building Material in 
New Orleans. 



The following is from a late number of 
the New Orleans Trice Current : 

'•There is no want more generally felt 
now in our midst than a want of houses. 
No dwellings were erected during the war 
and very few have been added since 
then. Since the cessation of hostilities, 
I numbers have been added to oar popu- 
lation. Hence the inconvenience which 
we all experience alike — a general want 
I of shelter. Rents have -risen 50 to 100 
per cent, and this must Continue until a 
supply is created fully equal to the de- 
mand, a desideratum very seriously de- 
layed, by the present high prices of 
building material. 

"Bricks now command $-0 per thous- 
and ; Lime $3 -50 and Cement s4 SO per 
barrel. Sand brings 4oc at the Basin ; 
iSlates 2-'>i" 24c per square ; Lumber 27 50 
per thousand feet, and Shingles from 
$7 to 99 per thousand ; Flooring from 
$40 to $4»i, and ceiling from $85 to $40 
per thousand feet. The charge for plas- 
tering is from GO to 63c, and cementing 
from 75 to 80c per yard. We may add 
that these materials are scarce and in 
few hands. The scarcity of good work- 
men, to say nothing of the wages that 
they now command, is another serious 
enibarassment to our builders. There 
is great demand for all mechanics. We 
know of one of our largest building firms 
that could give employment to 20 or 30 
hands instanter. Many of the mechan- 
ics now employed have taken up their 
trade in the last two years and are not 
yet very apt. Yet even these receive 
$4 50 per day. Painters, who are in 
great demand, get $5 per day. Com- 
mon laborers get $2 25, and bricklayers 
3 50 per day. The plastering and brick- 
laying is done almost entirely by color- 
ed hands, who are generally lazy, and 
nci to be depended on— breaking all 
contracts whenever they please. 

"A good part of our 'city is still open 
space, and owners are anxious to im- 
prove it. We give the cost of building, 
and any commentary on our figures 
would be useless. We will only add 
that we know of no time when our mar- 
ket offered stronger inducements for 
shipments of all kinds of building mate- 
rial, or when more was held out to good 
workmen to settle In our midst."

We take the following from the Co- 
lumbia (Tenn.) Herald of the 18th: 

Our information this week is very 
general throughout the county, and 
from all parts we get the same informa- 
tion, which is to the effect that up to ten 
days ago, there was never known a bet- 
ter prospect for a splendid crop of every- 
thing grown on the farm.

The sun has blazed forth 
with a fierceness and uniuterruptedness 
almost unprecedented, accompanied 
within a few days past by strong high 
winds; the effects nave been to blench 
the corn and drop the squares from the 
cotton most distressingly. Within this 
brief period the labor of the season and 
its rich promises have been cut short by 
many a bushel of corn and pound of cot- 
ton. All late corn is despaired of. But 
things are not so bad as they are inmost 
other places that we hear from. For 
instance, down in Georgia. There the 
prospect is really distressing, and we see 
not how very many are to escape suffer- 
ing for want of food. And much nearer 
home, In the neighboring county of 
GU'ES, we learn there has been no gen- 
eral rain for two months. These things 
should make our people thankful and 
wise. Thankful that they have been so 
favored, ind\ . m the future planting 
of crop • > T ad our advice been taken at 
plant in a ! I >i y county would have 

been able to furnish many thousand bar- 
rels of corn to her needy neighbors this 
fall, where now she will be able to furn- 
ish one. Very many of the cornfields 
in this county, that will scarcely make 
three barrels to the acre, were planted 
in plenty of time and had the seasons to 
make teji barrels, but they did not get 
the requisite work

Westerx Trade. — The most important 
event which has occurred in the history 
of our great liver, sir.ee the war, is the 
carpenters I system of up river towage. At one time 
it was beleived tleU the Mississippi was 
the only possible outlet for the products 
of the West, and that the only means of 
conveyance were Hats and steamboats. 
But charges by steamboats, which could 
only take a limited amount of freight 
were high, and Hats which fioated down 
the current of the river were a long time 
in makimg the trip. Northern entreprise 
corrected these evels by tapping the Great 
West with their railroads, and a large 
trade, which had hitherto found its way 
to our city, was directed to the markets of 
the East. Our Mississippi Valley Trans- 
portation Company have steppe 1 forward 
to the rescue, and the trade of the West 
is now progressing rapidly in its old chan- 
nel?. In connection with this we notice 
the arrival of the towboat Bee with five 
barges, on the 10th inst.. six days from 
St Louis, with 2000 tons of freight. She 
left here on the 11th inst. for St. Louis, 
with a return cargo of 500 tons. The 
charges — 20c per sack of corn, 40c per 
barrel for Hour and 50c for pork — which 
are sometimes even lower — defy the com- 
petition of railroads, and produce is now 
being shipped to advantage by this route 
through our city, not only to the ports of 
Europe but also to our markets of the 
East— [N. 0. Price Current.

Much damage was done to farm crops 
and other vegetation by a recent hail 
storm at Port Chester, N. Y. Hail stones 
fell weighing two ounces. 

Several head of "Essex" swine have 
been purchased in Massachusetts, by 
Hon. 8an ford Howard for the Michigan 
Agricultural College farm.

Sorghum, like corn, may be seriously 
injured by ploughing or cultivating it 
late In the season.

stalks.

Grape Hints. 

(Jiapes coming in bearing should not 
be permited to perfect large crops of fruit 
while young. It is excusable to fruit a 
bunch or so on a young vine, "just to 
teat the kind." but no more should be 
permitted till the vine has am and 
strength. Vigorous growth ami great 
productiveness, are the antipodes of the 
vegetable world. Encourage as much foli- 
age has possible on the vines, and aim to 
have as strong shoots at the base as at the 
top of the cane; this can be done by 
pinching out the points of the strong 
shoots after they have made a growth 
of five or six leaves. This will make 
the weak ones grow stronger. Young 
vines grow much (enter over a twiggy 
branch, stuck in for support, than over a 
straight stick as a trellis, and generally 
do better every way. Where extra fine 
bunches of grapes are desired, pinch 
back the shoot bearing it about four or 
five inches above the bunch. This 
Should not be done indiscriminately 
with all the bunches. Too much pfheh- 
ing and stopping injures the production

Cultivation cf the Peach. 

The peach crop, even in the moat fa- 
vorable districts, is a fuilure this year, 
and thh calamity is no doubt oecatd >n- 
ed by the second' growth, of wood, which 
w n->. stimulated by the fine, aoft weather 
of last Fall. Wood thai oaa not ripen- 
ed before frost, Is scarcely able to with" 
■tend the rigors of Winter, and its de- 
eay generally proves ftstal to the tree. 
In order to obtain an unfailing supply of j 
peacb.ee, orchard-houses, ur glazed 
structures without tire heat, are advoca- 
ted byeome, forcing houses by others, 
buti ia probable that after both there 
plan- have been tried, to this "complex- 
ion will it come at last" that open-air 
culture will be resumed, and the chances 
taken for success or failure. The grow- 
ing of peaches under glass must always 
be on a limited scale, while the produc- 
tion In the open air, under favorable 
circumstances. U only limited by the ex- 
tent of the orchard, some growers rata* 
lag them by the boat load. Oreherdiats 
should not be discouraged by the failure 
of the peach crop this year, for all other 
K ii.t- of fruit haveshared thesame fate, 
and complaints of an entire or partial 
failure are heard from all parts of the 
United States and Canada. 

All that can be done, ought to be done 
to prevent such calamities in future. 
Late manuring, or mulching, has a ten- 
dency to keep trees growing too long, and 
often discs more harm than good. Barn- 
yard manure generally produces too rank 
a growth. Be iched ashes are highly ap- 
proved of by some peach-growers. Tne 
treoa should be carefully pruned, ali un- 
necessary wood, dead brandies, etc., re- 
moved, overhanging shade cut away, 
and the trees exposed to the sun, so that 
they may mature In proper time. Al- 
though hire varieties do well occasional- 
ly, the early kind are generally the best 
b- ely on, and i.ra the most irofi table 
fruit. Although open-air oultun ol the 
peach should not be discontinue d on ac- 
count of occasional faili every one 
who can afford t o erec a peachery 
should do so, as by ibis means i supply 
of choice fruit may be obtained lu the 
mo,, on favorable eeaeoue. Stephen 
Morris, Esq., of Philadelphia, baa " 
splendid crop of peaches under glass 
this v tar; the trees are growing In tubs 
and pots about eighteen inches in diam- 
eter; the house is fifty feet by eighleeu; 
and the peaches are gathered by the 
bushel. A house hu ge enough to con- 
tain ten or twelve trees might be con- 
structed In a very small garden, and 
without much expanse.

u t'HAKLES DICKENS." 



Messrs. Editors :— I feel myself very 
much flattered, indeed, that my cursory 
article OB Dickens' works in a former 
issue of your paper has met with a 
response. *I was scarcely satisfied with 
my production, myself, when I read it 
in print, I had fallen so far short of 
doing the subject justice. 

As G. W. G. has responded in such a 
gentlemanly and courteous manner, it 
gives me pleasure to measure lances 
with him, and if, in dissecting his argu- 
ments, my scalpel should appear a little 
rough, my apology is, it is in rough , 
hands, and no offence is intended. 

The writer seems to me to have fallen 
into erroneous ideas in regard to my- 
self and my meaning. As for being a , 
u blind worshiper of Dickens," I mu6t j 
beg leave to differ, for I am not in con- 
dition to worship any thing or person 
blindly ; and would beg leave to state 
that j worship one Supreme Beng, and 
that but very imperfectly. You ac- 
cuse me of trying to conceal my over- 
weening partiality for Dickens by ad- 
ministering to him a mild rebuke for 
his severe strictures on the customs and 
manners of the American people. Now, 
I have never yet pronounce i those stric- 1 
tures unjust.' Read them again, my 
riend, and then tell me if there is much 
injustice in any part or portion thereof! 
It was not the subject matter at which I 
felt inclined to scold ; it was the author, 
he being a foreigner. Upon the self 
same principle that no parent Ides ires to 
have his cbildren chastised by another, 
I object to Dickens or any one else ad- 
ministering the lash of correction to our 
manifold national and individual inac- 
uraci<-. 

You say that I have misreprecented 
your position in regard to .Macauley 
and Carlyle. If I have done so it was 
unintentional, I assure you. You say 
that Macauley would have written thus 
and so had lie written at all ; and that 
Carlyle, had he written, would have ta- 
taken opposite grounds from his Lord- 
ship. You also say that you are not 
aware that either have expressed any 
opinion on the subject. I am informed 
by Englishmen that there has been 
scarcely a work of Dickens issued from 
the press, but what has been severely 
criticised by Macaley ; and that now 
and then Carlyle would take up the 
cudgels in their favor. So your conjec- 
tures qualified by the contingency was 

In speaking of Byron in juxtaposition 
with Dickens, you say "Of course there 
can be no comparison instituted between 
these too great authors." I agree with 
you fully in this, but not in the light in 
which you would wish to convey it. 

Byron is no more to be compared to 
Dickens, than is the pale indistinct 
light of a hazy moon to that of the noon- 
day's sun. They both were endowed by 
nature with mighty, ingenius, and com- 
prehensive intellect*, and there the 
parallel ceases. The manner in which 
this god-like gift was U9ed by each, was 
and is widely idfferent. To simplyfy— I 
will imagine two stalwart men with 
physical frames formed to the most com- 
plete model by the Great Architect, 
with muscles of iron and endurance of 
ateel. One dallies his time away in my 
Lady's bower, singing sonnets to my La- 
dy's eye-brows, playing with toys made 
for grown up children, and 

" Ca|>ert nimbly in alailjr'a chamber. 
To the lacivkms nlcailingxuf a lute." 

"Whilst the other buckles on his armor 
for the battle of life, seeking to do good 
to and for others ; not living to gratify 
self alone, nor living alone to nurture, 
pamper and gratify whatever partakes 
of the brute in human nature. He puts 
his shoulder, as it were, to the wheel of 
social reform, and if he does get soiled, 
(as my friend says is the case with Dick- 
ens,) he only strives the harder in his 
noble work. 

I deem Lord Byron's works— taking 
them all in all— as not many degrees 
above the mediocre. Now I am fully 
aware that I am giving utterance to 
literary high treason, but I cannot avoid 
these convictions. It is true that you 
find now a gem of wit, and again a 
most sublime passage ; then there is a 
passage of deep and touching pathos, 
followed in its turn by sarcasm the most 
cutting. But all these are so covered 
up and concealed by twaddle and ver- 
biage that the reader gets literarlly | if 
not literally] hungry before they are 
reached. Take, for instance Don Juan. 
If any good judge will not say that it is 
the most perfect doggerel that ever 
found its way into a country newspaper, 
I will acknowledge myself mistaken. 
It is thus until you get in towards the 
centre of the poem, when you, (without 
any forewarning, and without its having 
any apparent connection whatever with 
its surroundings,) come across a sweet 
oasis in this deserl of thought. It com- 
mences thus — 

"'Ti« sweet to hear the watch-dog's honeft bark, 
Bay <ie<-j'-mouthed, as wc draw near home : " Ax. 

It continues thus for two or three ver- 
ses and then drops suddenly into sing- 
song doggerel again ; and the searcher 
after literary treasures will have to trav- 
el over many a weary page ere he 
finds even a most inferior gem in that 
direction. Yet this book is a great fa- 
vorite with some— but there is no ac- 
counting for ta-tes. I have always felt 
that had Lord Byron been born as poor 
and obscure as Shakspeare his works 
would never have gone through its 
pecond edition in prudish America. 
That prefix of Lord has its weight even 
in republican America, and simple 
John Babbington Macauley, En., 
knew it well, and with his pen he 
tickled the arictocracy, and through 
them the crown until he was dubbed 
My Lord. 

There is another great and powerful 
writer which I should like, briefly, to 
compare with my "favorite," and that is 
Eugene Sue.— I will, for the want of 
space, simply compare one work from 
each and scan the different effect the 
reading of them has upon the mind— 
I chose "The Mysteries of Paris," and 
«' The Old Curiosity Shop." 

The reader of the Mysteries of Paris 
becomes interested on perusing the first 
chapter and the interest increases as you 
read until you feel an excitement akin 
to that felt upon witnessing a well writ- 
ten well enacted tragedy upon the stage, 
and like all other undue excitements, 
the effect either for good or evil is 



but ephemeral. You love Flur de Ma- 
ria and you admire the manhood of Ru- 
dolph, the actions of Sarah excite first 
a feeling of pity, which gives way to dis- 
trust followed by almost hatred, and fi- 
nally at the death-lted scene you are 
forced to yield her your* sympathy. 
How you execrate "The School-mas- 
ter" and the covetous old miser, and 
how unchristian-like you gloat over 
their punishment. You lay down the 
book with a feeling of relief, like that 
you experience upon the dropping of the 
"curtain over the last scene of a tragedy. 

The reading of "The Old Curiosity 
Shop," (nor in fact any of Dickens' 
works) produce none of thes feelings. — 
You fairly doat on little Nell, and how 
you commiserate her. hard but cheerful 
ly borne lot with her poor, imbecile old 
grandfather. You follow them in their 
devious wanderings almost as patiently 
as little Nell. Whilst reading, your 
heart is imperceptibly and irresistibly 
warmed up with charity and philan- 
thropy, and your eye dimmed with the 
holy tear of sympathy. It is true your 
feelings are embittered against the un- 
sightly brute, Quilp, but unless he is cas- 
ually mentioned you never give him a 
thought ; and when he passes from the 
scene you think no more of him than if 
a mad dog had been drowned. And, 
after all their wanderings, hardships, 
and dread of the felon's cell, fortune once 
more smiled upon the childish twain, 
though at a distance, how very much 
you wish to direct the footsteps of those 
in search of them. 

But I have said enough to convey my 
meaning. Let any one read the two 
works consecutively, and if they feel not 
as I have described, they are differently 
constituted from myself,thatisall. I fear, 
Ifll— ■ Editors that I have trespassed 
upon your kindness and good nature, 
together with the patience of your nu- 
merous readers ; and for fear my very 
gentlemanly friend G. W. G. may think 
I have lost sight of him, I will resume a 
more direct notice of his argument, has- 
tily of necessity, and close my already 
too prolix article. 

<;. W. G. makes use of the following 
somewhat contradictory and decidedly 
paradoxical language: (The italics are 
mine.) 

m It is true that his favorite author has 
written no little on political and social 
evils, but he has in every sense failed to 
propose any remedy. He has, how- 
ever, made some good and amusing hits 
in his efforts to attract attention to 
them by growling and railing, ridicu- 
ling and condemning. The mass of 
readers in this country look upon the 
learned diss* rtations of Dickens on 
Public Schools, the Work and Alms 
Houses, Ecclesiastical Courts, Chancery 
Practice, the Poor Laws, etc., of the 
English people as being the principal 
instrument in bringing about a reform 
in these institutions. 

"Look," they exclaim, "what the 
expurgation of the horror* of Fleet Pris- 
on in Pickwick brought about. An 
immediate alteration of 'the Insolvent 
Laws.' " "See what the appearance of 
Oliver Twist did towards branding with 
eternal infamy the 1 Work House Regu- 
lations.' Instituting a system as just and 
humane as the former was cruel and 
barbarous.." Little thinking that these 
books were written after these changes 
were established, and that they wers 
brought about by lawyers and statesmen 
who may not have directed attention to j 
these social and political evils as forci- 
bly as Charles Dickens, knew at least 
how to take into consideration the best 
means of relieving them." 

Now, I would ask G. W. G., in ths 
name of all that is pious ami religious, 
why did Dickens consume his time in 
writing those dissertations upon abuses 
and errors which you say no longer ex- 
isted? Well, I am enlightened, and so 
is the mass of American readesr. But 
I cannot help thinking that you are o'er 
cruel thus to enlighten us|; for, you know, 
" Where ignorance is bliss, 'tis folly to 
be wise." Now, not only my humble 
self, and the mass of American readers, 
but the entire population of old Albion, 
seem to have been reposing in the same 
blissful ignorance. 

Then there is another phase in this 
christian era " We may question the pro- 
priety of an author continually harping 
on the virtues of the poor and the vices 
of the rich." All I wish to say is, (and 
I mean no irreverence,) our Divine Re- 
deemer, from whose lips, whilst upon 
earth, naught but wisdom issued, was 
continually eulogizing the poor, and in 
fact his very manner of coming was 
eminently laudatory of that class. Did 
he not on every ocasion prefer the poor? 
Vide the " Sermon on the Mount." Did 
he not use these endearing words " The 
poor are my people ;" when I am gone, 
" my poor ye will have with you." And 
what more severe and sweeping denun- 
ciation could there be than—" It is easi- 
er for a camel to pass through the eye 
of a needle than a rich man to enter the 
kingdom of heaven." I sincerely hope 
you do not question his propriety. 

Paul dcfKock is a great favorite with 
the upper ten thousand of France and 
his works are read with avidity, (sub 
rosa mayhap, ) by that class, lie lauds 
and flatters the rich. Under the magic 
touch of hisjoily pen their crimes as- 
sume the appearance of mere harmless 
peoeuUBot, and their lesser sins actual 
virtues. His writings suit the taste of 
latitudinarian materialists, but I would 
be sorry, (nor dot.) to class my friend 
G. W. G. among them. W. W.

Messrs. Editors :— I have been pre- 
vented by indisposition from continuing 
a correction of the biography by " A 
member of the Louisville Bar," of the 
late Thos. t>. Wilison. I wish I had the 
pen of a read v writer, that I might do 
the subject full justice, and I wish I may 
not find in this^ a repetition of the mis- 
take- in the first part. You will see the 
words "business alone," should read 
" Minuet/ alone," a,1< l ^gain "attained" 
should be " retained." To a writer fully 
conscious of his imperfections, these 
thing* are discouraging. But to the sub- 
ject : 

Thos. <}. Will-on moved to the city of 
Louisville, I think, in 1881, formed a 
partnership with James Guthrie, which, 
if I am not mistaken, lasted not more 
than one year. By which time Mr. W. 
was recognized, by all men familiar 
with the Louisville Bar, as first in tal- 
ent, second to none in that knowledge 
which can alone insure success. Acci- 
dent or a combination of fortunate cir- 
cumstances, might give a lawyer posi- 
tion, but I have never yet seen the man 
whose fame was not short-lived, who 
depended on "chance and fortunate ac- 
cident," to make him distinguished ami 
successful as a lawyer. It is a game In 
which, a man must "show his hand;" 
before a Judge and jury of sensible men, 
there is no dodging. Without proper 
and thorough study, the disappointed 
aspiranl finds himself without clients, 
commiserated by the lawyer and ridi- 
culed by the idler for his presumption. 

But the law students of the present 
day have learned a valuable lesson, for 
which many of them, doubtless, will be 
very thankful. Throw away Blackstone 
— it is a waste of time ; don't study law, 
or anything else; it is all humbug. — 
Heed what " A Member of the Louis- 
ville Bar'' tells you. Let your " capital 
stock In the practice " be " the glorious 
uncertainty of the law ;" rely upon 
"chance and fortunate accident," be- 
lieve that one cause is just as good as 
another, and his assurance for it, you 
can reach the top round of the ladder at 
a bound. Don't stop to think of the old 
fogies your fathers. What if they 
did study hard and still keep it up; times 
have changed ; old people, you know, 
are slow to abandon old habits ; do you 
take this new road to fame; you will 
soon astonish your " most sanguine 
friends." This is emphatically the dis- 
covery of the age. New England labor 
saving machines are not to be compared 
to it. The writer, to his own satisfaction 
at least, proves its value ; he gives his 
readers an instance in the life of a man 
without education in early youth, who 
never read a book, never studied his pro- 
fession, never prepared a case, a man in 
fact, who never had been known to read 
anything but a political paper, yet was 
a lawyer distinguished for talent, bril- 
liant wit, and sound practical common 
sense ; whose life as a lawyer was a con- 
tinued success, and that at a bar where 
he contended with and triumphed 
over " the old men of renown," who had 
for years astonished the citizens with 
their learning and eloquence. This is 
simply absurd, it can never benefit any 
one, and may injure some. Those who 
may still be living, that witnessed the 
success of Thos. Q. Wilison in the pro- 
fession of his choice, to which he devo- 
ted himself with untiring energy, know 
to what to attribute that success, and 
would doubt the sanity of any man, who 
could say that, for twelve* years, Mr. 
Wilison kept his position as the most 
talented and successful member of the 
Louisville Bar by "accident and a se- 
ries of fortunate circumstances." That 
he rose to an enviable position, is true ; 
it is not the less true, that his thorough 
knowledge of the law made that position 
perfectly natural and easy; lie was 
equal to any emergency that might 
arise ; was never at a loss for authority 
to support his position ; so remarkable 
was his memory, that whon he had once 
thoroughly mastered**, book of law, he 
never had to search that book again for 
the law he wanted ; hence he was rare- 
ly seen turning over books or hunting 
authorities or precedents in his practice. 
Mr. Wilison was truly a very remark- 
able man, fully conscious of'his great 
powers of mind, yet without vanity ; 
liis manner was quiet, modest, unassum- 
ing, with an utter forgetfulness of self 
astonishing to all who knew him. He 
never spoke of himself, never Vaunted 
his success, in fact did not seem to think 
of them at all, but kept the even tenor 
of his way, undisturbed by the congrat- 
ulations of his friends, and he had 
many, or the malice of his enemies, and 
there were some petty minds who hated 
him for his success ; there are living at 
this day, men who never forgave his 
superiority, his ability to lead and con- 
trol all who came within the sphere of 
his influence ; men to whom money had 
given power, and they hated the man 
beeause he would not worship the god 
of their idolatry. But with Mr. Wilison 
dollars and cents were never added to 
balance when he weighed the character 
of his fellow-man. The nabob and his 
gold received no more of his homage 
than the nobody and his hod ; all things 
else being equal, it was rarely the case, 
that he did not treat with more marked 
courtesy the poor man. I never knew 
any man who made his client's cause so 
entirely his own ; his temperament was 
ardent and hopeful, with a tenderness 
of heart, Walton, separated from other 
manly characteristics of head and 
heart, would have been thought ef- 
feminate, he could never listen un- 
moved by sympathy for the sufferer 
to a tale of suffering and wrong. When 
he undertook a cause, he soon thought 
this was the best side of the case, 
nor would he continue it long until his 
sympathies were so much enlisted, 
he would become fully persuaded that 
his client was persecuted and more sin- 
ned againt than sinning. He always 
went into the court confident of success, 
because he thought himself in the right, 
his interest was the same, and his de- 
fence as earnest and zealous for the man 
without a dollar to fee a lawyer as for 
the man who could give all his lawyer 
chose to demand. And this is the key 
to Mr. W's. control of juries. They saw 
he was not saying only just what he was 
paid for, but In deep, heart-felt earnest- 
ness telling them what he believed.— 
This, more than his eloquence, or logical 
reasoning, or his musical, persuasive 
voice, carried a jury with him, and con- 
vinced them he was always right. Then 
he was always in the defence, no amount 
of money could tempt him to prosecute 



a man, no matter what his crime. He 
never accepted a fee for defending the 
rights of the widow and orphan, and 
quite as often In his practice gave money 
to his clients as he received it. Mr. 
Wilison made an immense amount of 
money at the Bar, yet he never accumu- 
lated a fortune. First, because he never 
eared for riches, had no more idea of 
mom y saving, for the pleasure of having 
money, than a child • never kept a dol- 
lar in his purse if there was any one 
within his reach that needed it. His 
family were generously supplied, and 
had every wish graUAea ; hi* own wants 
were few and last thought of. There 
was not a house in the city where so 
many poor were daily fed and clothed ; 
no man, woman or child appealed to 
him in vain. His family knowing this, 
freely gave of their abundance to the 
needy. 

I have met sometimes in a few years 
past a man almost a millionaire, whose 
daily bread once depended upon the dai- 
ly charities of T. Q. Wilison. Truly he 
cast his bread upon the waters— was it 
returned to him seven fould? The 
promise was not given to this life. — 
What he gave, and to whom he gave 
was never spoken of by him. He did 
not give alms with his right hand and 
becken the world with his left to look 
that it might be known and his chari- 
ties be everywhere spoken of, as is the 
manner of some. He never built a 
church or endowed a college. Hence 
his biographer says of him, "He has 
left no recorded evidence of any 
thought, or sentiment, or opinion he ev- 
er entertained ; or any act, good or bad, 
that he ever performed, in which pos- 
terity can take any interest." How 
needlessly harsh ami severe a judgment 
of the character of a man who never 
knowingly or wilfully injured anyone! 

I have given my readers one reason 
why Mr. Wilison never became a rich 
man, at least how he employed a large 
part of his immense gains, in following 
the harsh statements of "A Member of 
the Louisville Bar, " and can show you 
how easily the remainder was swallow- 
ed up. He tells his readers without giv- 
ing one paliating or extenuatingcircum- 
stance, and a quarter of a century 
after his death, that Thos. Q. Wilison 
was an inebriate. Yes, he does say, 
"he was enticed by others," yet he 
leaves his readers to suppose his "tar- 
rying long at the wine," was of frequent 
occurrence, nor does he say why he was 
enticed or tempted, or by whom. I can 
tell him, (could, if it were proper, give 
him time, place and names.) It was a 
systematic plan of robbery, well ma- 
tured, and followed up with a patitnee 
and perseverance worthy of a better 
cause. These men watched and waited 
for a time when their victim could be 
most easily influenced, or blinded by 
their wiles, and they followed him per- 
sistently, yet their labors were not 
crowned with success more than two or 
three times a year. But money was 
their object and they got it and were 
satisfied — it has proven a salvo to their 
consciences, and is now the comfort and 
stay of their old age, the musical clink 
of dollars has drowned the " still small 
voice," and though for years she cried 
restore ! restore ! she has never been 
heard. These are regarded as debts of 
honor, and were honorably discharged 
to the last cent. But can the world 
recognize as honorable the men who re- 
ceived it ? I assert, and I know what I 
say to be true, Thos. Q. Wilison was a 
temperate man; he never drank wine, 
except on these rare occasions ; was 
temperate in eating ; never used tobac- 
co until about two years before his death, 
being advised to try it as a remedy for 
tooth-ache. 

These rare occasions, when he yielded 
to the temptation presented by design- 
ing sharpers for their own profit, were 
the exceptions not the rule of his life, 
and in fact occurred so seldom that 
some of his friends and acquaintances 
never knew or heard of it; as a proof of 
which I give some extracts from a let- 
ter received by me from an old friend of 
Mr. Willson's, to whom I sent the Ga- 
zette, asking his opinion of the article by 
" A Member of the Louisville Bar :" 



bended the character of the man whose 
biography he has attempted to write, 
and thereby unwittingly, I am willing 
to believe, done great injustice to his 
memory, and needle-sly natned the 
hearts of those by whom his memory is 
cherished and honored, and to whose 
hearts and homes the name of Thos. Q. 
Wilson will ever be an " open Se-ame."

* * " Upon a |«>riisal of the article, in the Ga- 
zette relative tithe character ami life of our deceased 
friend, I find several statements in refrrenco to him. 
which, if true, nevtr came under my notice, nor did I 
ever h»ari.f them before. I was often in hii company 
at the Bar and elsewhere. I never knew a lawyer who 
Rave more attention to tho cam* of hii client, than he 
did when a cafe of his was called in court, he was al- 
ways at his ML hopeful and cheerful. As to hii 
knowledge or the law, acquired by reading and study, 
he was in no parli-ular deficient, as a proof of which he 
»tood at the h»ad of the Louisville Bar, which no man 
could have done at that day, with the powerful compe- 
tition he had to encounter, unless he possessed a thor- 
ough knowledge of his profession, and which no man 
caD possess without extensive reading, and close appli- 
cation. I could recall many occasions when we met, 
■tiU fttsh in mv memory. In the summer of 1837, I 
was witne>s in tlio caae of the Commonwealth against 
P. D. C , who was iadicted in the Jefferson Circuit Court, 
charged with stealing negroes of Moses and McLanghlin 
in Louisville. The court was held in tho Green street 
Baptist Church. The Commonwealth was represented 
bf Frank Johnson, Charlei M.Thruston and Pierce But 
ler; tho defense was conducted by T. Q. Wilison and 
Judge Richard A. Buckner. The trial lasted for ten 
days, and during the wteoWSjtf that protracted trial T. 
il. Wilson was never al.sent from his post. And the 
skill and science displayed by the counsel on each side 
of the cause was applauded by all present who profess- 
ed to know anything of the business of a lawyer, — 
Among them 1 remember John ltowan, who was a spec, 
tator during the whole trial. The trial resulted in a ver- 
dict of acquittal. Th» following year, 1838, the same 
parties brought suit for the recovery of the negroes, 
against P. D. C, for which they had formerly indicted 
him. The cause was taken, by change of venue, to 
Shelbyville. I do not now remember who appeared for 
plaintiffs. The defense was conducted bv Judge Thos. 
P. WBnm and Thos. Q. Wilison. After the close of the 
evidence, and a speech by one of the plaintiff's coumsel, 
T. Q. Wilison commenced his argument in the evening 
and spoke about an hour and a half, when the Court ad- 
journed to the next morning, at which time Mr. Will- 
son and myself niet at the barber's shop. He remarked 
to me, "Jack, I am going to tell you something about 
the Jews to-day — you must come and hear it." (The 
plaintiffs were Jews, and the Proscuting Attorney was of 
Jewish descent.) 

" He commenced his argument about nine o'clock, and 
closed at twelve, in the course of which he gave the char- 
acter and history of the Jews. In hit closing remarks 
he averted to the entire failure of the plaintiffs to prove 
anything in support of their claim, and against the de- 
fendant, but said like their ancestors, when they had a 
distinguished personage on trial before them, and could 
find no accusation againBt him, they cried "cructfy him .' 
crucify him!" The effect of his speech upon all may be 
better imagined than described. Tho verdict of the 
jury was for the defendant. 

T. (J. Wilison was an anient supporter of the Jackson 
party; he was equally anient in all ho undertook. After 
the veto of the Bank in 1832, he was the acknowledged 
leader of the Anti-Bank or Veto party in Louisville, 
when parties wen- supported by such men as we don't 
hare in the present day. In all my intercourse with 
him. / never taic him at a public drinking bar, nor did I ev- 
er heir it intimated that he teas intemperate, nor did I ever 
he ir that he indul-ied in gaming. If such facta ever.existed, 
I think after the lapse of a quarter of a century, the 
writer of tho article in question, would have displayed 
more of generosity and goodnesa of heart, by not writing 
anything about them.

Shadrack Holder and a negro man, 
named Jerry, are, perhaps, two of the 
oldest persons in the county. Holder, 
it is said, has arrived at the age of nine- 
ty, and Jerry says that he was born in 
the first year of the old revolutionary 
war, in old " Ferginny."

Saratoga, five miles from Eddyville, 
on the road leading to Princeton, Ky., 
is a small place, with one tavern, a nice 
Church, and fine spring of good and nev- 
er-failing water ; but three or four fam- 
ilies living there. 

Parkersville, a new place, South-east 
from Eddyville, 10 miles. One physi- 
tian, R. B. McXary. Merchants, Early 
& Rice, (J. M. Early and N. N. Rice). 
No Post-office. 

Supposed present population of this 
(Lyon) county, is about 2,850. Eddy- 
ville, the only incorporated town in the 
county is situated on the North bank of 
the Cumberland river, about 4o miles by 
river, and 22 by land from its mouth. 
It contains about 474 inhabitants. The 
houses are built mostly of brick, and the 
streets narrow. Within the corporation 
there are two large and never-failing 
springs, whose waters, as they flow from 
the blufl'and bank of the river are sin- 
gularly clear, and affords as fine drink 
as any in the State. The town stands 
at the foot and in the valley between 
two tall and romantic hills that make 
down to the river. 

About September, 1864, at night, and 
while the citizens were thick upon the 
streets, the Confederates and Federals 
met unawares, when the firing quickly 
commenced, which lasted but a few sec- 
onds, the Confederates running and fi- 
ring back and the Federals pursuing and 
firing as they went. None of the bel- 
ligerants on either side received any in- 
jury, but R. R. O'Hara, an old and res- 
pectable citizen received a wound from 
a bullit, which produced death in a few 
minutes. The loss of this worthy man 
was deeply deplored. 

At daylight on 13th Oct. lS64,the Con- 
federates, 75 or 100, under Gen. Lyon, 
attacked the Federals under Capt. Hiatt, 
who was fortified in the Court-house, 
when after a few rounds, during which 
one Confederate named Drain was shot 
dead and another wounded, and two 
Federals wounded, one of whom was 
said to have died, the Federals surren- 
dered up everything. 

About the first fight that occurred in 
the State in the war, was perhaps the 
one that took place at Saratoga in this 
oounty. About 26th Oct., 1861, at sun up 
the Federals from Paducah, attacked 
the Confederates, 100 strong, under Capt. 
Wilcox, who had moved down from 
Hopkinsville and struck camp to recruit 
his forces ; in which fight 2 confede- 
rates were killed, and another woun- 
ded, who soon died, and a few Con- 
federates taken prisoners, and a number 
of horses were captured by the Federals. 
One or two Federals were wounded. 

Lyon county, (named for Matthew 
Lyon of the Alien and Sedition Law no- 
toriety,) lies on both iKtolof the Cum- 
berland river. The surface uneven and 
covered with fine timber. The soil on 
the rivers and crseks, and a good por- 
tion of the northern and eastern parts of 
the county is rich and very productive. 
The county borders on the Tennessee 
river on the South. The land in the 
southern part is not very productive, but 
well timbered and abounds in iron ore. 
This county was established in the year

them. 

Altogether the prospect for a conside- 
rable increase over last year's business is 
good, and had it not been for the drouth 
in Tennessee, Alabama and Georgia, 
we should have had the pleasure of re- 
cording the most prosperous year la the 
history of the jobbing trade of the city, 
by at least one hundred per cent.

Owing to the advance of Government securi- 
ties in Europe, 5-20s and the first series of 7-30s

advanced materially. The difference In price 
between new 5-2ds and old induce many to sell 
the old and reinvest in the new; consequently 
the offerings are much larger than usual. The 
bull clique succeeded in sustaining the gold 
maiket in the early part of the week, but seem 
to have been unable to keep up their "comer," 
as the rate of interest for cash gold is much less 
i it was the first of the wt« k. when one per 
. a day was paid for carrying "shorts." 
i in our market have been large, the 
supply in the market having been augmented 
by the receipts of gold from the South shij.p. <1 
here for the purchase of goods. The fluctuations 
of the New York market have been followed 
closely, dealers making a margin of 1 to I'.j jier 
cent, between tlu ir bids and New York quota- 
tions. Selling rates are only nominal, as there 
is no demand in this market for gold, and brok- 
ers buy only for shipment. Silver has been of- 
fered pretty freely, ami rates for halves and 
quarters 10 per cent, under gold; for dimes and 
half-dimes 13 per cent, under gold. Dollars are 
bought at gold rales. Exchange has ranged dur- 
ing the week from par to \i pot cent, discount, 
and was hard to sell at the inside figure on Mon- 
day and Tuesday.

■kiMtaai that the trade is generally up to thedo>dge ; 
and as be finds this out, be abandons his scheme aud 
falls right int. i the ranks with the rest, and commences 
to buy. The jobbing trade has been "on the ruu" all 
the week, and some of their stocks have required replen- 
i :hing, which is not very difficult to have accomplished 
at the 'present. But shonld the present activity contin- 
ue much longer, stocks will certainly decrease, and 
p-obaHy we w ill find most of the mills sold ahead of 
production in all cla-scs of goods, which will haTe the 
effect of advancing goods, temporarily, at least. 

There is every encouragement from the West to look 
for a lively time this fall ; and the large crops every 
where being harvested, and the good prices which the 
farmers are getting for all their grain, make money 
plenty, and the ease in the money market makes it easy 
tor tlie people to meet their obligations.

ness, and yet with a steady progress towardsja higher 
average of prices, which seems to be the inevitable result 
of diminished stocks, a more perfect concentration and 
increased consumption. These remarks are not more ap- 
plicable to St. Lonis than to New York, Cincinnati and 
Chicago, where prices, even in defiance of speculation, 
haTe steadily hardened, with a concession 011 the part 
of buyers and sellers that a firther improvement in the 
value of the better descriptions of provisions is almost 
inevitable ; at the same time, it is more than probable 
that the quotations may show au irregularity which is 
scarcely comprehensible to one not familiar with the 
chancier and condition of the meat on sale. In New 
York, many who h.tve been co-operating with the " heir 
Interest'' are satisfied that the market has reached a 
culminating point, and tin*, until the new c ue comes 
io, the tendency of prices must tend rowards a higher 
average ; hence, instead of being as heretofore, fellers, 
they are buyers, particuhrly fo r f.rward delivery. In 
Cincinnati transacting m .re especially in bacon, ha e 
been unusually large for the season ; whilst at Chicago 
trade has teen more gen.-ral, an. I sale* more liberal than 
even the most sanguine anticipated. From N.^). we 
hear that notwithstanding the market has weakened a 
little in consequence of fresh supplier, and the instruct- 
ions of shippers for their corrcsi>ondents to realize on 
arrival, as a means of escaping loss by shrinkage, the 
demand is steadily increasing From Natchez, Vicks- 
burg, Memphis, es well as from the interior of the Cot- 
tou states, the most encouraging adrice as to the re- 
quirements of planters continue to be received, and, of 
course, exercise an improving influence upon the general 
markets of the \Ve = t." 

NEW YORK CATTLE MARKET. 

[From the Y. W'orkl, August 28.] 
BEEVES.— The arivals to-elay at the National 
Drove Yards, including 379 heatl bought in Hud- 
son City, and brought over from that market, 
amount to 2,500 Beeves. Amongthe offerings were 
about 600 gtMxl Kentucky, Ohio antl Illinois 
Steers, and the balance were common to me- 
dium Cattle. As predicted in the market report 
yesterelay, the high prices paid at Albany- 
caused holders, who were mostly speculating 
owners, to demand 17c. a 18c. per ft. lor the best 
Cattle; ami as the supply of prime Beeves was 
regaroled light, the market openeol stiff, and 
more choice Cattle were sold at 18c. than at 17c, 
or even at 17%c But after the early buyers hatl 
obtaine-d what they waute-d, taking about half 
the prime beeves, the market began to drag, 
and, as the owners could not coucetle much 
without loss, sales at noon were very slow; and, 
as hael been the case for the last twovcdsd 
this market, the closing is dull, with a gradual 
giving way in favor of the buyer. Of ordinal y 
and second quality cattle the supply is more 
than butchers want, and sellers claim that prices 
are %c. per ft. worse for them than at Hudson 
City 011 Wednesday. Thursday, and Friday, and 
only a shade better than at this market last 
week. From our own observation, and from 
our notes of sales, we should say that for a por- 
tion of the tops jot se-c-ond-ela-s droves, select <1 
by butchers who mti.it have a few cattle to-day,
